Teacher Shortage 


A goodly number of rural schools 
in the Wainwright School Division 
will be closed this year if the present 
teacher shortage is not overcome in 
the very near future stated Mr. 
Oliver Griffiths when interviewed 
this week. 

He stated that the Wainwright 
Division was no worse off generally 
than the province as a whole. It is 
apparent that there is still a short- 
age of qualified teachers in the pro- 
vince with not much hope for bright - 
er prospects, 

Many schools in this division op- 
erated last year with supervisors 
and correspondence courses, and it 
looks like the same plan will have to 
be adopted this year if some rural 
children are to receive an education, 

The town schools that are in the 
division are well staffed and it 
seems that there is very little dif- 


ficulty to procuring teachers for’ 


these vacancies. The Wainwright 
town school has a- complete staff at 
the present even though there were 
a few changes in the staff at the 
end of June. 

Whether the teacher shortage is 
due to lack of interest, too low a 
scale of wages, or other jobs are 
more satisfying it is hard to deter- 
mine, but it has been suggested that 
it is a bit of each. There seems to

The later price will take into 
account any difference that may have been obtained be- 
tween the Fer fixed price in Britain for the first 
two years and the world market price. 


While the price of $1.55 seems reasonable it is based - 


on number one wheat and delivered to the head of the 
lakes. It is by no means what tlie farmer will receive 
for his wheat. By the time that dockage and transporta- 
tion charges are made, it will mean that the average 
farmer in the Wainwright district will receive ei sl 
imately $1.28 per bushel for No. 1. wheat, something 
that is rather scarce, as a very small percentage of our 
western crops grade that high. on 
Whether the government officials have thonght this 
all over is a point that might be raised at this time. Sur- 
ely they have. If they haven't ives thought to the pos- 
sible complications, it is an act just short of treason to 
gy ge the situati the period of the a ti 
we e situation, the period of the agreement is 
too short at only four years. With the world wide demand 
that there is for wheat at the present time, there is every 
indication that this demand will exist for the term of the 
agreement. Why then should not the farmer receive a 
fair and just price for his commodity. Why should he 
accept less than the world market price. hfe ss 
There are advantages to be gained by a stabilized 
price whether it is wheat or cars, One can see that point 
quite readily but why not -have the stabilization policy 
spread.evenly over the whole of our economic structure.

atic plan accomplishing something substantial each year. 

It boils down to the fact that while world prices are 
high we are to sell our wheat at a lower price than mar- 
‘ket price. At the end of fous V there is every possib- 
ility that world prices will fall and our wheat price will 
fall accordingly. Will Great Britain then pay $1.55 a 
bushel for wheat if there is some other country that can 
under sell us! We hardly think so. She would be very 
foolish to do so if there is not a contract calling for 
same. 

If by any chance the United Kingdom requires more 
money to finance her reconstruction, then Canada would 
be quite justified in lending or making a gift to her. In 
that way the whole nation would be making equal retri- 
bution to this loan or gift, not the ordinary wheat farm- 
er that is to directly foot the bill. We say directly be- 
cause the farmer will carry more than his share of the 
loud, but the average John O. will also feel the effect of 
the burden, for what affects the farmer affects us all. 

As far as an auti-inflationary measure goes, the new 
wheat agreement is a wonderful measure, but here again 


the farmer is being made to pay the piper, as being the - 


ballast to keep the financial keel even. 

What would be a more logical step in the set-up, would 
be for Great Britain to pay the world market price for 
wheat and the Canadian Government to pay $1.55 to the 
farmer now, holding in trust the difference, until such 
time that the market price drops then making it up to 
him as a bonus not costing any taxpayer money, as the 
way. with most bonuses, 

] this aforementioned is too late now to make much 
effect on the outcome of the wheat agreement, as it is 
already signed, but the point remains that we do not 
think that the government has ected in the best interest 
of the average wheat growing prairie farmer this time. 
What the outcome will be we do not venture a guess, but 
oh what a sweet time will be had by all if the old days of 
300 wheat ever return. That is not a too remote possibil- 
ity. 

NOTE:—Since re-reading this editorial we have learn- 
ed that there has been nothng definite in the regard to 
the price that the farmer is to receive. We have reac 
different reports and they have stated nothing conclu: 
sive that the farmer will receive the $1.55, or whether 
me Canadian Government is to receive the $1.55..As in 
former years the British Government has been paying 


the Canadian Government $1.55 for each and every bush- 
el of wheat, but the Canadian farmer has not regeived 
this price—the government has kept back a certain 


charge for the handling and if there is any left after that 
dockage, the farmer receives it later. 

The theme remains the same however, at $1.55 for 
wheat it is unfair to expect the farmer to take a loss 
when considering the price of the World Market price.

Farmers in Western Canada suffer 
from 80 y idable losses 
that, they cann6t afford to 

their efforts in deiiling with avoid- 
able ones. Indeed, the extent and 
direction of these efforts determine 
the difference between good and 
bad farming. 

It does not require much travel 
or very extensive observation to 
discover that the smuts of wheat, 
oats and barley take a very heavy 
toll in the Prairie Provinces. 

We have just completed the 
preparation of & very well ‘illus- 
trated bulletin on the above men- 
tioned smuts. With one or two 
exceptions, a farmer can readily 
identify the smuts found in his 
grain crops by means of the photo- 
graphs. Descriptions and remarks 
on control are brief but, we think 
adequate. 

The first essential to control i 
the ability to recognize the different 
smuts, Nine times out of ten, when 
a farmer reports smut in his wheat, 
even though he treated the seed 
carefully, the smut proves to be 
loose smut which can only be con- 
trolled by means of the hot water 
treatment or, better still; new 
see’, A similar situation arises too 
frequently with barley. “

New that sugar is rationed there 
is less likelihood of this happening 
then when heavy syrup was used, 
Some fruits will float to the top of 
the sealer if too heavy syrup is used 
Syrup in the proportion of one cup 
cup to one and one half cups water 
is recommended for strawberries and 
peaches. Often an even thinner syrup 
may be used. Over-processing may 
cause fruit to float even in thin syrup 

“Mother always did up her fruit 
by the open kettle method, we liked 
it and it kept well except for the oc- 
casional jar, that went moldy. Now 
you do not suggest this method. 
what is the reason?” 

The open kettle method is not re- 
commended because there is a great 
risk of spoilage unless very heavy 
syrup is used. The method of packing 
sealers and sterilizing both sealers 
and food together is easier and much 
safer. The product will be more at- 
tractive as the food is less likely to 
break up. 

“My neighbour telle me that I can 
do up fruit without sugar. It seems 
to me it would not keep. Please tell 
me if I can do it this way as my sugar 
ration doesn’t seem to go very far,” 

The keeping quality of canned 
fruit does not depend on the addition 
of sugar but rather on sufficient pro- 
cessing and the use of airtight seal- 
ers.

‘bottom of the canner, the 0 
sealers placed on the rack in the ca 
ner which should be covered tightly. 
The filled sealers are then steamed 
from 20 to 30 minutes or until the 
fruit shrinks and the juice flows. 
The sehlers are then removed from 
the canner and the fruit and juice 
from one or two of the sealers is 
used to fill the others If there is not 
sufficient. juice to completely cover 
the fruit, boiling water may be add- 
ed. The lids are then put on, partially 
sealed and the sealers processed the 
required time. If the fruits. canned 
by this method are to be served for 
desert they require some preparation 
before using. The juice should be 
drained off, enough water added to 
make two cups of liquid for each 
quart sealer, then brought to a boil, 
sweetened to taste and poured over 
the fruit. Best flavour is developed if 
this is done several hours before us- 
ing so that the fruit will be thorough 
ly sweetened. 

The processing times vany’accord- 
ing to the fruits canned. Complete 
tables for processing will be found in 
the bulletin, “Home canning of fruits 
and vegetables”, available free of 
charge, upon request, from the De- 
partment of Agriculture in Ottawa.

You have read and heard all the arguments in favour 
of the proposed Canadian-British wheat agreement. 
Now, in all respect, we ask you to consider the argu- 
ments against it . . and, as fairminded men, form your 
own conclusions as to whether any such deal will be 
to yqur advantage or not. 


The members of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange are 
vigorously opposed to Canada signing a bilateral wheat 
agreement with Great Britain or, for that matter with 
any other nation. Here are the reasons why: 


In November, 1945, Canada pledged her word that 
she would not make a bilateral agreement of any kind 
with any nation. ö 
* said editorially on June 19th, 1946, when the 
Wheat agreement was being discussed: 
“For Canada, of all countries, to break away: from 
the marked course and, in seeking an immediate 
advantage, to ignore the greater good, to shade her 
pledged word, and to prejudice the most hopeful 
movement of modern times, (Le., for freer inter- 
national trade) would be little less than an act of 
treason.” ‘ . 

A wheat agreement with Britain would practically 
close Canada’s.other export markets for wheat. True, 
Britain is our best single customer for wheat. But not 
the only customer. Even if the British were willing to 
buy all of her import wheat requirements from us, the 
entire British consumption c.uld not begin to use up 
our exportable surplus of wheat and keep our farmers 
prosperous. 


Here are figures that prove this statement: 


In the thirteen years immediately preceding the 
war, Canada’s wheat exports were distributed as fol- 
lows: 8

In the light of these figures, do you think that Prairie 
Farmers or Canada itself can afford to antagonize 64% 
of our world wide wheat buyers? These customers are 
distributed over more than sixty different countries. 
In normal times, we must depend upon them to buy our 
wheat. Where else could it possibly be sold? 


If this wheat deal goes through every one of these 
countries will be antagonized. They will buy from ether 
countries not only their wheat but all other foods that 
compete with wheat in world trade, such as corn, pota- 
toes, rye, barley, oats, etc. Wouldn’t you if you were 
in their place? 

How then can Canada afford to ignore big buyers 
of wheat in Continental Europe, the Orient and else- 
where? The “Winnipeg Free Press” made this clear in 
an editorial on June 26 in which it said: 


“The result (of any such wheat agreement) must 
be to narrow the range of our markets and make 
our future in wheat dependent largely upon few, 
not many, buyers. For an immediate advantage we 
will be foregoing long term security. When the 
contract is up, who will be in the driver’s seat?” 
“Canada’s gain, being others’ loss, the harvest would 
be certain. Having been denied a market because 
of Canada’s privileged position, the injured parties 
(other wheat exporting countries) would have piled 
up their wheat against the day when the contract 
ended. What then would happen to prices?” 

“In terms of trade, this (wheat agreement) would 
be a declaration of war, not co-operation. Is it
